AD important meeting of the members 


of the Decatur Township Board was 
held yesterday afternoon at the office of 
Olerk Wallace, when on the petition of 
ten tax payers, it waa voted to submit 
at the coming town election a proposi 
tion to refund the the Deoatnr and MOD- 
tiooilo railroad bonds, which foot np 
925,000. The bonds were issued in 1873 
to ran 20 years at 8 per e»nt interest per 
annnm. The bonds fell dne last Sep- 
tember, and if the proposition to be 
voted on to have them extended at 5 per 
cent, fails

therefore be submitted to the voters on 
the first Tuesday in April. 
The said 


number of proposed bondato be ironed 
is fifteen. The bonds to be issued shall 
be of the third class as designated Ly 
the law and shall consist of a graduated 
series as follows: The first grade shall 
consist of six bonds ot 81,000 each, No. 1 
being due in one year, No. 2 in two years, 
and so on until the end of the series. 
The second grade shall consist of eight 
bonds of $2,000 eaob, numbered from 
seven. These bonds like the first series 
can be taken up one at a time each year 
in consecutive order. The third series is 
to consist ot one bond of $3,000 dne at 
the end of fifteen years. The interest on 
these bonds is to be at the rate of 5 per 
cent, payable semi-annnally on the 16th 
day of January and the 15th day of July 
of each year. In order to carry the prop- 
osition it will be necessary for it to have 
a majority of all the votes oast. There- 
fore it will be necessary for every voter 
to vote on the question one way or the 
other. It is plain that every voter should 
vote in the afflmative. The refunding of 
the bonds at the new rate of interest will 
lessen taxation, and the manner in which 
it is proposed to pay the debt will make 
it easier for property owner* who are 
required annually to call upon the tax 
collector for receipts.

will g: ant me a little space, I wleh to 
nfrgeetfor the consideration of yonr 
readers a few thoughts npon one of the 
paramonot questions of the day. We 
all too well know the tendency to extra- 
vagance in onr pnblij improvement 
works; enormons appropriatioca are made 
to carry them tbrongb, when a prudent 
individual oonld nad would do tbe eame 
for himself at a mnoh less coat. We of- 
ten hear the remark^ tbe public pays fir 
it, no difference about tlnoost. Bat has 
the public no right? la there not as 
good reason for care and economy in 
public affaire as in private expenditure*? 


The people do not want pennrionsnese 


in public officiate, bat they do want a 
system of strict economy directed by en" 
lightened common eenee. 


Then there are tbe enormons salaries 


tbat the people are asked to pay. Look 
at tbe present congress. 
They have 


drawn from the public treasury hundreds 
of thousands of dollsre, and what have 
they given in return? They offer the> 
people the iniqaitons no-revenue tariff 
bill, by Prof. Wilson, and the repeal of 
tbe federal election laws, thus o'earicg 
the way to frand. Theae, fellov oitieens, 
are some of the things that onr money 
has paid for the liet year at the hand of 
the government. 


Onr state is but little better off. We 


paid enormons taxea to rapport onr state 
legislation branches, and what did 
we,get in return? An apportionment 
so ebamefol and ioiqnitone that the fair 
faoeot the great prairie state ia muti- 
lated beyond the possibility of reoogni 
tion. And what more?—The repeal ot 
tbe compulsory education law qtquuing 
teaching in tbe English li 
the substitution of one reqaMog noth- 
ing. 


But each high-handed and farcical 


proceedings are not always confined to 
the Democracy; nor are they confined 
wholly to high places. Onr board ot 
supervisors and oonnty officers are also 
open to the charge ot a large measure of 
extravagance; and also Uxwe who direct 
township and district affairs, wbiob are 
too often shametally mismanagement. 
'It our officials, including township offi- 
cers, were ratified with lets money, and 
would work ae hard for tbe welfare of 
tbe people aa they do for themEelvee, a 
more prosperous and satisfactory state 
of affairs would soon exist.

tably follow exorbitant taxation; so the 
question it of interest to all olassee.

WASHI&TOX, March 9.—It was quietly 


whispered about the capitol yesterday 
morning that republican members of 
the finance committee intended re- 
maining away from the committee 
room, thereby breaking a quorum 
(owing- to the absence of Mr. Vance, 
which prevented the democrats from 
having a majority of their own). But, 
if such a move really was contemplated, 
it was abandoned, for a minute or two 
before 2 o'clock Mr. Morrill, chairman 
of the committee under the republican 
administration, entered the room and 
found himself the only member of the 
minority. 


All the democrats were on hand, and 


as the clock indicated the hour for 
which the meetinsr had been called 
Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, rtiose, and tak- 
from the table a bundle of freshly 
printed tariff bills, made this remark: 
"The hour having1 airived when the 
democratic membeis of the finance 
committee have decided that they 
would lav before their republican col- 
leagues their suggestions as to what 
the tariff bill should be, it will now ba 
given to the press.' 


Mr. Morrill offered 110 objection to 


this proceeding and Mr. Jones stepped 
to the door, where a crowd of eairer 
correspondents, greatly outnumbering 
the bills Mr. Jones had at his disposal. 
grabbed ferociously at the bundle and 
a moment later the telegraph was scat- 
tering through the country the con- 
tents of this measure, in which the 
business and political interests of the 
whole Union are centered. 


When Messrs Aldrich, Allen and 


Sherman arrived, a few moments later, 
they were given copies of the bill al- 
ready made public and the committee 
was called to order. No business of 
any kind was transacted, and an ad- 
journment was taken until Saturday 
morning at 10 o'clock 


After the republicans left the com- 


mittee room the democratic members 
remained in conference 
discussing 


what they should do in the event that 
the republicans gave evidence of an in- 
tention to unduly protract the consid- 
eration of the bill in committee. Dur- 
inpf the brief session of the full com- 
mittee. 
During the brief session of 


the full committee Mr. Jones put to 
Mr. Aldrich the 
pointed question 


whether the republicans proposed to 
adopt 
dilatory 
tactics, and Mr. 


Aldrich 
with equal frankness, re- 


plied that such was not their in- 
tention, but that the republicans 
would insist that they 
be given 


reasonable time in which to discuss 
the bill, which, he thought, meant at 
least three or four dayi^ 
However. 


Mr. Jones is authority for the state- 
ment that the bill will be reported to 
senate next Tuesday. 
Once there, it 


will go to the calendar, and ten days 
be given to senators to prepare for the 
debate. This indicates the intention 
of the majority to call up the bill and 
make it the unfinished business by not 
later than Monday, March 26. 


The time to be consumed ia debate 


is a matter on which senators disa- 
gree. Senator Voorhees declined to 
make any statements concerning the 
bill or any predections regarding it's 
future. Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, who 
has been one of the most active mem- 
bers of the committee In framing the 
measure, thinks that not less than sis 
weeks will be consumed in debate, 
and possibly two months. He said 
that change in the 
date 
when 


the bill is to take effect had noth- 
ing to do with the delay In commit- 
tee or the possible protraction of the 
discussion In the senate. As he viewed 
the situation, granting the utmost 
limit to the consideration of the bill, 
it should pass the senate by the latter 
part of May and become a law by the 
middle of June. The 30th of June, at 
which time the bill is to take effect, is 
the end of the fiscal year, and the com- 
mittee thought that time was the best 
so that the treasury could begin under 
the new system with the commence- 
ment of the new fiscal year. 


When asked what he thought about 


the passage of the bill, Mr. Jones said ' 
he knew It was such a bill as ought to i 
pass without question by democrats. 
It was such a measure as any reasona- 
ble man could vote for, brtt he knew 
there were certain men who would 
vote against it if they could do so and 
not be caught at it."

AN ELEPHANT'S UOVE. 


It Was Bestowed on a Surgeon for Hit 


Kind Offices. 


An English civil engineer, resident

It was several hours before 
he could be pacified by his keeper. 
When several days afterward the stur- 
geon paid his second visit, he found to 
his great surprise that his treatment 
had worked wonders, for the eye was 
entirely cured. He decided to use the 
same remedy on the other eye, but, to 
avoid all danger, ordered the animal 
V> he chained. This precaution, how- 
'ever, was unnecessary, for as soon as 
the elephant heard the surgeon's voice 
he knelt down before him of hia own 
accord and during the entire operation, 
'which was very painful, uttered no 
cry, but instead rubbed his trunk ca- 
ressingly up and down the surgeon's 
body. When the latter had finished 
the operation the animal followed him 
lo the door of his cage and seemed 
loth to part with him. The second 
treatment resulted in the entire cure 
of the eyes of the elephant.

the treasury. 


In the further course of his argument Mr 


Sherman declared that there had not been a dol- 
lar coined by the government in the purchase 
of silver bullion. There never had been any 
foundation for seigniorage. 
The old word 


"•elgntorage" was one which ought not to be 
Ingrafted on the laws of the Unites States 
It 


represented the power of a lord or king to 
»elze a portion of the bullion brought to the 
mint by Its owner to be coined. It meant toll 
It was a word offensive to every American 
mind But there could be no seigniorage in 
this case, because there bad been no profit in 
the transaction. 


In concluding his argument, he said that It 


was certain that under this bill the whole su- 
perstructure of the financial system of the 
country would fall, and with It the country 
would go down, step by step, to a single silver 
•utndard. 


Arguments against the bill were also made

Yet to be Brought Out—A 


Premium Winner. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 9. —The new 


battle ship Indiana, the first of her 
class ia the new navy, returned yes- 
terday afternoon from a most success- 
ful preliminary trial trip. The Sn- 
dirna left the Cramps' yard at 9 
o'clock Tuesday morning in charge 
of Capt. R. W Sargent and an experi- 
enced crew 
She steamed slowly dowa 


past the city wharves, moving mor* 
like an old-timer than like a bijr battle 
ship, the largest ever built in this coun- 
try, on her maiden trip. When in 
deeper waters of Delaware bay, tha 
speed was increased to about thirteen 
knots 
Her engines worked with mar- 


velous smoothness and there was no 
perceptible vibration from them. Dur- 
ing the afternoon compasses were ad- 
justed, and everything was put in 
readiness for the run o£ the next day. 
The ship anchored oS the Delaware 
breakwater for the night. 


At'0:50 a. in., on Wednesday, the 


anchor was taken aboard and the ehip 
headed out to sea. After passing out- 
side the capes her course was changed 
and she ran to the northward. The 
day was a perfect one for a sea trial. 
The air was balmy and the ocean like 
a mill pond. The big ship pushed 
ahead steadily and beemed to be as 
easily handled as a steam yacht, though 
she is a lO.'JOO-tonner 


The course over winch her trial runs 


were rnado is off Cape May, and was 
between the Southwest lightship at 
the Five Fathoms bank, to the North- 
west lightship, 9 6"> nautical miles up 
the coast 
The ship was put over this 


course six times—three times in each 
direction 
The turns were made at 


full speed, and the ship was practically 
under five houra' contiaous steaming 
at high speed 
During all this time 


there was no accident of any kind to 
the machinery or the ship, nor a bear- 
ing beam unduly heated, and every- 
thing worked so smoothly that even 
her builders her surprised. The first 
runs were made with natural draft. 


The averages were 14:02 anil U.fJ 


knots, respectively The engines av- 
eraged 122 revolutions, and, as about 
the same time was made going and 
coming, the tidal effect was practically 
eliminated. 


A moderate forced draft of half an 


inch air pressure was used for the next 
run, and fifteen knots was maintained. 
This is the speed called for in the eon- 
tract witli the government 


The ship made 15 6 knots on the last 


two runs. This was considered so sat- 
isfactory that the trial was declared 
at an end, and the Indiana returned 
to the breakwater, where she an- 
chored for the night. 


At 7 o'clock yesterday morning sho 


started on her return trip to this city. 
Coming up the bay and river an aver- 
age of fourteen knots was made with a, 
favorable tide for eighty miles 


The performance of the Indiana on 


this preliminary run was very satis- 
factory when the condition of the ship 
is considered. Her bottom has not 
been painted since she was launched a 
little over a year ago. Her side armor, 
turrets, conning tower and guns have 
not been placed in her yet, and she con- 
sequently draws three feet less than on 
her official trial. This will sink her 
screws deeper, and is expected to in- 
crease her speed. 
Taking all things into consideration, 
t Is predicted that the ship will make 
above fifteen knots, and possibly a 
quarter or a half knot more. A pre- 
mium of $25,000 per quarter knot will 
je earned by the builders for anything 
above fifteen knots, and from »100,000 
;o 1150,000 will probably be paid by 
the government in addition to the 13,- 
)30,000 named in the contract.
